President  Kjiight  mentioned,  in  his  talk 
last  Wednesday,  a man  who  refused  to  pay 
tithing  and  instead  gave  the  money  to  a man 
he  thought  would  need  it.  In  connection 
with  this  and  his  thought,  it  might  be  added 
that,  if  the  person  gives  the  money  directly 
to  the  poor,  then  he  gets  the  gratitude  for  the 
gift  and  the  receiver  loves  him  for  it.  If  it 
is  given  through  the  church,  the  church  re- 
ceives the  gratitude  and  is  loved  for  it.  It  is 


For  the  information  of  the  students  on 
the  campus,  the  reason  for  cancelling  the 
regular  bi-weekly  dances,  for  at  least  the  next 
two  scheduled  nights,  I have  this  to  offer : 
First  of  all  it  is  to  be  understood  that  no 
money  is  procurred  from  the  activity  fee  with 
which  to  run  the  dances.  They  are  supposed 
to  be  self-sustaining  and  separate  and  distinct 
from  other  activities.  Each  dance  has  to  pay 
for  itself,  for  no  method  is  at  hand  for  allay- 
ing the  deficit. 

The  average  cost  of  each  bi-weekly  dance 
is  about  $75.00  to  $80.00.  That  price  consists 
of : $35.00  to  $40.00  for  music,  $16.00  for  the 
door-keeper,  floor  manager,  and  check  room 
labor;  $10.00  for  decorations,  and  about  $12.00 
for  programs.  That  itemizes  the  cost. 

These  dances  have  been  almost  totally 
financed  by  the  sale  of  programs — what  was 
lacking  being  made  up  gy  profits  on  matinee 
dances.  When  the  students  have  supported 
the  socials  we  have  made  out  O.  K.  But 
these  last  two  dances  developed  a deficit — the 
one  on  March  2,  about  $40.00  and  the  one  on 
March  16,  about  $62.00 — which  makes  a total 
deficit  of  over  $100.00.  That  is  what  the  stu- 
dent body  officers  have  to  face.  We  can  see 
the  cancellation  of  at  least  the  next  two 
dances  the  best  remedy  since  it  will  avoid  the 
ianger  oj  a greater  debt,  and  the  possibility 
of  off-setting  what  now  exists  from  the  re- 
ceipts of  the  matinee  dances. 

Does  anyone  know  of  a better  method  of 
meeting  the  deficit?  We  would  like  your  sug- 
gestions. 

If  the  students  would  support  our  dances 
as  they  have  done  until  these  last  two,  all 
would  be  well — but  our  problem  is,  “will  you 
do  it?”  Prospects  for  support  do  not  look  so 
good  from  our  viewpoint.  Anyo'ne  interested 
is  invited  to  talk  it  over  with  us  at  any  time.

All  the 
deep  drains  are  in  and  the  field  is 
pretty  well  graded.  The  construction 
of  the  big  syphon  will  be  completed 
as  soon  as  the  weather  conditions  are 
favorable.  The  thirty-six  inch  pipe  is 
also  to  be  laid  soon,  as  the  materials 
are  here.  The  men  are  awaiting  or- 
ders. 

The  completion  of  the  track  and 
the  planting  of  grass  is  to  be  made 
before  the  end  of  the  school  year. 
The  west  side  of  the  track  is  finished 
except  for  the  leveling  and  rolling  of 
the  cinders.  It  will  be  at  least  one 
week  before  the  east  side  will  be 
ready  for  the  cinders  inasmuch  as  the 
trenches  ore  not  yet  filled. 

The  constructipn  of  the  seats  is  t6 
be  made  during  the  summer;  the 
foundation  will  be  of  cement  and  the 
seats  of  wood. 

A seating  capacity  of  15,000  will  be 
possible  when  the  whole  hillside  is 
filled  with  seats  but  the  present  needs 
of  the  school  will  call  for  but  5,000. 
The  seats  will  be  arranged  in  three 
tiers  of  1700  each.  A cement  wall 
will  run  along  the  top  and  the  bot- 
tom. 

The  possibility  of  dressing  rooms 
will  be  determined  by  the  funds 
raised  during  the  coming  summer  al- 
though no  definite  plans  have  as  yet 
been  made.

That  proceedure  may  be  clarified, 
and  mistakes  avoided  in  listing  people 
for  nominations,  the  following  sug- 
gestions are  "offered : 

1.  The  elections  are  to  fill  the  of- 
fices of  Student  Body  president,  vice- 
president,  secretary  >and  historian, 
editor  of  The  ‘Y’  News,  business  man- 
ages of  The  ‘Y’  News,  Banyan  editor 
and  cheer  master. 

2.  All  people  nominated  are  to  be 
bona-fide  college  students,  and  in  the 
cast  of  the  ‘Y’  News  editor  and  busi- 
ness manager  the  requirements  stipu- 
lated in  amendment  6 of  the  constitu- 
tion must  be  complied  with. 

3.  In  order  to  list  a candidate  prop- 
erly for  nomination  a petition  present- 
ing the  name  of  the  person  and  the 
office,  with  fifty  ’ signatures  attached 
in  the  cast  of  the  office  of  student 
body  president  and  twenty-five  names 
appended  in  the  case  of  each  of  tHe 
other  offices,  must  be  handed  in  at  the 
student  ’body  officlfc  not  later  than 
April  12. ' 

4.  Any  regular  college  student  is 
free  to  circulate  lsuch  petitions  for 
signatures. 

Now  that  everything’s  clear  let’s 
go — plenty  of  candidates  listed  early 
and  campaigning  galore.  Will  the  na- 
tional Democrats  and  Repubjlicans 
out  do  us  tb*s  year?  We  shall  see.
